SUMMARY: WE TRANSMIT BELOW WITH BRIEF COMMENTARY TEXT OF 
DRAFT CONCLUDING DOCUMENT INTRODUCED AS INFORMAL PAPER 
BY ROMANIAN REP IN PLENARY FEBRUARY 28. END SUMMARY. 

1 . ROMANIAN TEXT IS MELANGE OF FAMILIAR PARAGRAPHS ON 
WHICH PROVISIONAL AGREEMENT WAS EARLIER REACHED BY ONE OR 
ANOTHER OF CONFERENCE DRAFTING GROUPS OR WHICH HAVE BEEN 
INCLUDED IN FEBRUARY 23 YUGOSLAV INITIATIVE, AND A FEW 
ROMANIAN MODIFICATIONS. IT INCLUDES (PARAGRAPH NUMBERS 
ADDED FOR EASE OF REFERENCE): 

A. PARAS 1-11- FACTUAL AND GENERAL POLITICAL LANGUAGE 
PREVIOUSLY AGREED PROVISIONALLY AND PICKED UP BY SOVIETS 
IN THEIR BM/70 SERIES. 

B. PARA 12 - A VARIANT OF IMPLEMENTATION LANGUAGE IN 
YUGOSLAV PAPER. 

C. PARAS 13-14 - FROM IMPLEMENTATION PART OF YUGOSLAV PAPER. 

D. PARA 15 - A VARIANT OF LANGUAGE ON GOOD-NEIGHBORLY RELATIONS 
IN YUGOSLAV PAPER.

BEGIN TEXT: CONCLUDING DOUCMENT OF THE BELGRADE MEETING 
1977 OF THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
OF THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND CO-OPERATION IN 
EUROPE, HELD ON THE BASIS OF THE PRIVISIONS OF THE FINAL 
ACT RELATING TO THE FOLLOW-UP TO THE CONFERENCE. 

1 . IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT 
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RELATING TO THE FOLLOW-UP TO THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY 
AND CO-OPERATION IN EUROPE, A MEETING OF THE REPRESENTA- 
TIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES-THE BELGRADE MEETING 

1977 - WAS HELD FROM 4 OCTOBER 1977 TO 1978. 

THE DATE, DURATION, AGENDA AND OTHER MODALITIES OF THE 
MEETING WERE ESTABLISHED IN THE DECISIONS OF THE PREPARA- 
TORY MEETING ALSO HELD AT BELGRADE, FROM 15 JUNE TO 5 
AUGUST 1977. 

2. THE REPRESENTATIVES OF AUSTRIA, BELGIUM, BULGARIA, 

CANADA, CYPRUS, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, DENMARK, FINLAND, FRANCE, 
THE GERMAN DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC, THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF 
GERMANY, GREECE, THE HOLY SEE, HUNGARY, ICELAND, IRELAND, 
ITALY, LIECHTENSTEIN, LUXEMBOURG, MALTA, MONACO, THE 
NETHERLANDS, NORWAY, POLAND, PRTUGUAL, ROMANIA, SAN 
MARINO, SPAIN, SWEDEN, SWITZERLAND, TURKEY, THE UNION 

OF SOVIET SOCIALIST REPUBLICS, THE UNITED KINGDOM, THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND YUGOSLAVIA APPOINTED BY 
THE MINISTERS OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS OF THESE STATES TOOK 
PART IN THE BELGRADE MEETING 1977. 
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3. DURING THE OPENING SESSION OF THE MEETING, THE 
PARTICIPANTS RECEIVED A MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
SOCIALIST FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF YUGOSLAVIA, IOSIP BROZ TITO. 

4. THE PARTICIPANTS WERE ADDRESSED, ON BEHALF OF THE 
HOST COUNTRY, BY MR. MILOS MINIC, VICE-PRESIDENT OF THE 
FEDERAL EXECUTIVE COUNCIL AND FEDERAL SECRETARY FOR 
FOREIGN AFFAIRS OF THE SOCIALIST FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF 
YUGOSLAVIA. 

5. DURING THE OPENING SESSION OF THE MEETING, THE 
PARTICIPANTS WERE ALSO ADDRESSED, ON BEHALF OF THE 
SECRETARY-GENERAL OF THE UNITED NATIONS, BY MR. WINSPEARE 
GUICCIARDI, DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF THE OFFICE OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS AT GENEVA. 

6. OPENING STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY REPRESENTATIVES 
OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES IN OPEN PLENARY MEETINGS. 

7. MR. JANEZ STANOVNIK, EXECUTIVE SECRETARY OF THE 
UNITED NATIONS ECONOMIC COMMISSION FOR EUROPE, THEN MR. 
AMADOU-MAHTAR M'BOW, DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF UNESCO, MADE 
SPEECHES ON THE CONTRIBUTION OF THESE ORGANIZATIONS TO 
THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE RELEVANT PROVISIONS OF THE 
FINAL ACT. 

8. AT SESSIONS OF THE PLENARY AND OF THE APPROPRIATE 
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SUBSIDIARY WORKING BODY, CONTRIBUTIONS WERE MADE BY THE 
FOLLOWING NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN STATES: THE 
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DEMOCRATIC AND POPULAR REPUBLIC OF ALGERIA, THE ARAB 
REPUBLIC OF EGYPT, ISRAEL, LEBANON, THE KINGDOM OF 
MOROCCO, THE SYRIAN ARAB REPUBLIC AND TUNISIA. 

9. THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THEIR MANDATE HELD A THOROUGH AND USEFUL 
EXCHANGE OF VIEWS BOTH ON THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PRO- 
VISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT AND OF THE TASKS DEFINED BY 

THE CONFERENCE, AS WELL AS, IN THE CONTEXT OF THE QUESTIONS 
DEALT WITH BY THE LATTER, ON THE DEEPENING OF THEIR 
MUTUAL RELATIONS. THE IMPROVEMENT OF SECURITY AND THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF THE PROCESS OF DETENTE IN THE FUTURE. 

THEY ALSO EXAMINED PROPOSALS CONCERNING THE ABOVE QUESTIONS 
AND THE DEFINITION OF THE APPROPRIATE MODALITIES FOR THE 
HOLDING OF OTHER MEETINGS IN CONFORMITY WITH THE PRIVISIONS 
OF THE CHAPTER OF THE FINAL ACT CONCERNING THE FOLLOW-UP 
TO THE CONFERENCE. 

10. AFTER THE ADOPTION OF THE PRESENT DOCUMENT, CLOSING 
STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PAR- 
TICIPATING STATES IN OPEN PLENARY MEETINGS. 

11. THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
ASTRESSED THE GREAT POLITICAL IMPORTANCE OF THE CONFERENCE 
ON SECURITY AND CO-OPERATION EUROPE, WHICH MARKED THE 
BEGINNING OF A NEW STATE IN THE EFFORTS OF THEIR STATES 

TO INCREASE SECURITY AND TO DEVELOP CO-OPERATION, AS 
SWLL AS TO CREATE A CLIMATE OF CONFIDENCE AND UNDER- 
STANDING IN EUROPE. 

12. IN THIS CONTEXT, THEY UNDERLINED THE FUNDAMENTAL 
IMPORTANCE OF THE IMPLEMENTATION OF ALL THE PROVISIONS 
OF THE FINAL ACT AS AN ESSENTIAL ELEMENT OF THE PROCESS 
AIMING AT ACHIEVING THESE OBJECTIVES AND DEEPENING DETENTE. 

13. IT IWAS RECOGNIZED THAT THE THOROUGH EXCHANGE OF

VIEWS ON THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PROVISIONS OF THE 
FINAL ACT CONSTITUTES IN ITSELF A VALUABLE CONTRIBUTION 
TOWARDS THE ACHIEVEMENT OF THE AIMS SET BY THE CSCE. 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES CONCLUDED THAT ENCOURAGING 
PROGRESS HAD BEEN MADE IN THIS DIRECTION BUT INSUFFI- 
CIENCIES CALLING FOR FURTHERING THEIR ACTION STILL EXIST. 

14. WHILE DIFFERENT VIEWS WERE EXPRESSED BOTH ON THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE FINAL ACT AND ON FURTHER ACTION 
THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES REAFFIRMED 
THE DETERMINATION OF THEIR STATES TO FULLY IMPLEMENT, 
UNILATERALLY, BILATERALLY AND MULTILATERAAAY, ALL THE 
PRIVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT. 

15. THEY ALSO EXPRESSED THE CONVICTION OF THEIR STATES 
THAT THE DEVELOPMENT OF GOOD NEIGHBOURLY RELATIONS AND 
OF COOPERATION IN EUROPE AND IN ITS DIFFERENT PARTS, 

ON BILATERAL AND MULTILATERAL LEVELS, IS AN IMPORTANT 
CONTRIBUTION TO THE ACHIEVEMENT OF THE OBJECTIVES ES- 
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TABLISHED BY THE CSCE. 
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16. ACCORDINGLY, THEY AGREED ON THE FOLLOWING: 

IN CONFORMITY WITH THE RELEVANT PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL 
ACT AND WITH THEIR RESOLVE TO CONTINUE THE MULTILATERAL 
PROCESS INITIATED BY THE CSCE. THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
WILL HOLD MEETINGS AMONG THEIR REPRESENTATIVES AT 
APPROPRIATE INTERVALS. THE SECOND OF THESE MEETINGS 
WILL BE HELD IN MADRID AS FROM 1980. 

17. A PREPARATORY MEETING WILL BE HELD IN MADRID AS

18. IN CONFORMITY WITH THE MANDATE EMBODIED IN THE 
FINAL ACT AND AT THE INVITATION OF THE SWISS GOVERNMENT, 

A MEETING OF EXPERTS OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES WILL BE 
CONVENED AT MONTREUX ON 31 OCTOBER 1978, IN ORDER TO 
CONTINUE THE EXAMINATION AND ELABORATION OF A GENERALLY 
ACCEPTABLE METHOD FOR THE PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES, 
AIMED AT COMPLEMENTING EXISTING METHODS. 

19. THE SCIENTIFIC FORUM PROVIDED FOR IN THE FINAL

20. IN ORDER TO STUDY POSSIBILITIES FOR PROMOTING THE

CONFIDENCE - BUILDING MEASURES AND CERTAIN ASPECTS OF 
SECURITY AND DISARMAMENT, IN PARTICULAR TO GIVE FURTHER

25. THE ABOVE-MENTIONED MEETINGS WILL BE HELD IN 
CONFORMITY WITH THE PROVISIONS OF POINT 4 OF THE CHAPTER 
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"FOLLOW-UP TO THE CONFERENCE" OF THE FINAL ACT. 

26. THE PARTICIPATING STATES WILL UNDERTAKE EFFORTS 
TO PROMOTE THE FURTHER DISSEMINATION IN THEIR COUNTRIES 
OF THE FULL TEXT OF THE FINAL ACT THROUGH MASS MEDIA.
